From the nature of the wound it would 
seem that Smyth held the muzzle against 
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his chin nnd pulled the trigRof with his 
hiuid. He evidently intended to blow 
his head off entirely, but owing to the 
length of the gnu was Con-oil to throw 
his head back so f«r that 
re-ceived the charge.
